Mr. Grant Trenbeath, which was addressed to Governor lrr¡lliam L. Guy. ln this
letter, Hr. Trenbeath asked for a moratorium on drainage in the uPPer Part of
the Pembina River draÎnage basln until the Pembina Dam is built.

Vice Chairman Gallagher and Gormiss¡oner
Jungroth suggested that a resolut¡on be passed, much as the one that had been

preiared, *¡itt " few amendrents. Vice Chairman Gallagher read.a letter from the
¡nunicipai:ty of Rhinelander, which indicated the att¡tude of the Canadian
Government in regard to d¡king on the border. lt v,ras aPParent from this letter
that the situatión is not likely to improve unless sorne sort of a resolut¡on is
forced on the local people by their Federal or Provincial Government.

Cormissioner Gray moved that Resolutlon 7l'4-Zg\,
Order Prohîbiting Drainage W¡th¡n the Pembina Rîver
Basin, be adopted. Co¡rmlssioner Hanson seconded and
all members voted aye.

Secretary Hoi sveen di scussed the
procedures that would be needed to obta¡n a resolut¡on of the current situatlon
bn the Canadian border. Secretary Hoisveen stated that he felt that the
lnternational Joint Cqnm¡ssion cot¡ld ask the Souris-Red River Engineering Board

to investigate into the problern and make recqnmendations to the lnternational
Joint CqnnÎssion pursuant to the solut¡on.

Secretary Hoi sveen al so reported on

discussions conducted dur¡ng his recent tr¡p to t'lashington, D. C. There he

called on the State Depârtment and the lnternational Joint Comm¡sslon. He

stated that it was obvìous that ne¡ther of these agencies aPPeared very anxious
to take any action În regard to this situation.

Cornmissioner Jungroth moved that the State l{ater

(*l¡+¡) the unlted states congress for funds to

study the water supply situation ln the
west river area of North Dakota. They have asked the State l'tater Cqrmiss¡on to
support this request. They feel that water for a coal using ¡ndustry in North^

Dakota could have an extre¡nely high value, even high enough so that the diversion
of waters from the Garrison Reservoir could be feasible.

Comr¡issioner Hanson moved that the State ÌJater
Cqn¡nission pass Resolution 7l'4'293, Supporti n9

the Study by the U. S. Bureau of Reclamat¡on
of the Diversion of |lissouri River bJaters into
l,lestern North Dakota, which affirms the support
of the State bJater Cormi ss¡on for a study of the
diversion of h,aters.

north dike broke allowingthe v,rater to flovr along the Canadian border. The

Canadian dike is holdingl The Canadians call it a road, but really it is a dike
with a one-$ray maintenañce road on top; one pickup can drive along the top of it.
There are culverts through it, however, the Canadians have covered the culverts
with snovrfences and haybãles. Gonsiderable discussion revolved around the
situation regarding the diking in the basin.
